A search is being made in Mi­ 
rages in New Oxford and Abbotts­ 
town as well as nearby towns for 
the automobile th a t hit and fatallly 
Injured Edward Keinerd, 67, Thom ­ 
asville. shortly after daybreak F ri­ 
day. 
Two young na n in the death 
car stopped only long enough to 
pull the seriously injured man from 
under the wheels of their car, throw 
him into a snow bank and drive on.

Keinerd was found by Michael D 
Myers and John G en tler, both of 
Thomasville, who heard his groans. 
They found him lying in the snow 
along the roadside and took him to 
his home Dr T. C. Miller. Abbotts­ 
town. gave him treatm ent and or­ 
dered him removed to a hospital at 
York 
The aged m an remained conscious 
at the hospital for an hour, but died 
at 
IO o’clock 
from his 
injuries. 
However, the state motor patrol at 
York learned his verison of the ac­ 
cident before his death. 
fin Wav To Work 
According to Keinerd, he was on 
his way to work at the John E 
Baker stone quarries near Thom ­ 
asville. when Ow* automobile head­ 
ed west, came out of the darkness 
and struck him, 
He was dragged 
beneath the wheel* for some dis­ 
tance when the car stopped and 
the occupant* hopped out. 
They pulled him from underneath 
the car, handling him in a rough 
m anner w ithout regard for his in ­ 
juries. and literally tossed him into 
a snow 
bank along the 
roadside. 
After doing this they hopped into 
their car again and sped away, leav­ 
ing their victim in agony from his 
injuries 
Dr L. U. Zech. York county cor­ 
oner, notified of the m an's death,

R alph F Fisher, York, who au th o r­ 
ised an autopsy 
The post mortem 
was made Friday afternoon at the 
York hospital. 
It was believed th at

injuries 
The York sub-station of the state 
highway motor patrol was notified 
of the accident shortly after it oc­ 
curred and Corporal Kime went im ­ 
m ediately to the home in Thom as­ 
ville. 
He questioned the injured 
m an and obtained inform ation that 
it is hoped will lead to the arrest 
of the driver and his companion.

If your income today Isn't so 
large aa it was a year ago, the 
situation is not nearly so bad aa 
it might appear on first thought. 
In the process of adjustment* 
the dollar is taking on a new and 
higher value. 
It is, therefore, no cause for 
serious alarm if you are not mak­ 
ing so much money as you did in 
years gone by. The increasing 
value of the dollar makes the 
situation very hopeful and indi­ 
cates beyond a doubt that the 
drift of things commercially is 
toward a new but sound basis, aa 
compared with the orgy of spend­ 
ing and investing that prevailed 
not so long ago.
